Pack mules are few and far between 
these days, so our hand has been forced. 
Henceforth let it be known that, while 
the Honda CT-90 might compare more 
favorably with a pack mule, a horse is 
a real challenge to the scooter's 
abilities. That is no kind of a slam if you 
know what those two beasts are capable 
of doing. 

The CT-90 is the longest existing and 
most highly developed trailbike known 
to the Land of the Rising Sun. It’s 
working life has been nearly double the 
lifespan of any other Honda. What has 
happened to it in its ten years of 
existence? 

The first hints come from the bike 
itself, which is at the end of a life of 
continuing refinement and just 
beginning to feel the pangs of frills. 
What does all that development mean? 
Well, first it means that the CT-90 is an 
example of the high state of the art and 
second, that the per capital 
consumption of aspirin by Honda parts 
men is twice that of any other 
manufacturer, 

“I, ah, need ah, a, head. You know a 
cylinder head, ah, for a Trail 90.” 

“Alright, sir, what year is it?” 

“Well, ah, it’s either a, ah, ‘67 ora 
“68.” 

“PII need to know sir.” 

“Tm pretty sure it's a ‘68.” 

“Yes sir, now. does it have an 
optional trail ratio?” 

“A what?” 

“Well, here sir. You take these six 
hans and I’m sure one of them will 

it.” 

“Uh, you got a box?” 

In ten years the Trail 90 has become 
very sure about what it is intended for. 
“J am a trailbike. A trailbike does not 
get ridden around motocross courses, or 
blitzed down fire roads, or subjected to 
wheelies. If you do any of those things, 
I’ll throw you on the ground and stomp 
on you. I like to go sedately and 
quietly and if you remember that, I'll 
take you most anywhere." 

That's just what the CT-90 does. It 
takes you and yours wherever you 
might want to go with a minimum of 
fuss. 

To do this the Honda 90 has two sets 
of gearing, four speeds for the street 
and, by flipping a lever which changes 
countershaft sprockets, four for trail. 
The “street” ratios are a little too high, 
as the CT-90 will go faster in third gear 
than in fourth. It will give you a top 
speed of fifty on flat ground on a calm 
day, as opposed to thirty-five maximum 
with the trail gear, buzzing the engine. 
The change from street to trail to street 
is basically a painless one, accomplished

by pushing the lever on the bottom 
left side of the engine cases. Simple 
enough. 

The trail gears are just what you 
asked for. First gear is’ nearly 
undauntable, even in making valiant 
attempts at the side of an apartment 
building. If it weren’t for the centrifugal 
clutch the engine might tend to bog 
upon occasion but, fortunately, that 
heretofore ‘‘minibike’’ design 
convention saves the day. Fourth gear 
will carry you as fast as you should go 
in the dirt on a Honda Trail 90; maybe 
faster. 3 

Other conveniences offered you by 
the CT-90 are an altitude compensating 
carburetor (for above or below 6,000 
feet); a spare gas tank that locks on the 
back; a huge luggage rack; collapsible 
handlebars; foot and hand controls to 
activate the rear brake; knobby tires 
(rare on Japanese bikes) and a seat that 
makes you sit and stay. 

The engine has been around forever, 
but parts are common to few of its 
relatives. It is basically the same as the 
old S-90, at 89cc, inclined to the almost 
horizontal and with a chain driven single 
overhead cam. What it does is rev almost 
endlessly but produce power mainly at 
mid to low RPMs. With street gears 
engaged the bike will slow down in 
fourth gear after the shift from third, 
until it settles down to the torque range. 
Past experience with 90cc Hondas 
shows that they are nearly 
indestructible so there are no fears in 
that department. The engine always 
started easily, when you could get it to 
spin with the kickstarter. The problem 
is that the kickstarter throw was 
inadequate, not allowing the engine to 
be turned over at any real speed. In true 
Honda tradition, the Trail 90 is 
cold-blooded taking as much as two 
minutes to warm. 

The rocker pedal shifting of the 
automatic transmission will be familiar 
to Harley riders of the old days and 
motor cops, but takes some getting used 
to for a newer generation of 
motorcyclists. Of course, it is just as 
likely that anyone buying a Honda 90 
will not have had experience with shift 
levers on motorcycles of more 
conventional design and will probably 
think that the rocker set-up is just nifty. 
The left foot doesn’t span the distance 
from front to rear pedal, though, 
requiring you to take a boot off the 
footpeg to shift down. This could be an 
inconvenience on a rocky hillside as you 
try to go down a gear or two in the trail 
range. The rocker gap did result in some 
blind stabs that had no effect 
whatsoever on the current gear. One 
tester also complained that his knees 
banged on the ignition key but that 
seemed like a personal problem and we 
told him to go see the Chaplain. 

Handling of the CT-90, like that of 
the four-legged man transporter, is more 
an art than a science. It is quick and if 
the bike is pushed too hard, it tends to 
have a mind of its own, much like a 
horse. Be moderate, don't urge it to go 
places where it isn't supposed to go and

the handling is docile. It must be at least 
somewhat confidence-inspiring. One 
eleven year-old girl, like so many of the 
younger generation of motorcyclists, 
learned to ride on it, as did a 27 
year-old girl. The automatic trans helps 
of course, as does the very short turning 
radius. 

The quick handling is also one of the 
features that gives the Trail 90 a lot of 
its personality: fun. Nobody ever really 
had a bad time riding it, It was ridden 
touring (really), in trials work, on 
Saddleback’s TT course, and up power 
line cuts on razorback ridges, It was also 
pressed into service as an around-town 
package pick-up machine. The Honda 
did these things as uncomplainingly as 
faithful Old Paint is reputed to do them. 
But you couldn’t afford to get too 
vigorous with your cornering at any 
speed above 10 MPH. The near vertical 


forks would just lay right over 
perpendicular to the frame with 
minimum warning and interesting 


results. That same characteristic enabled 
waggish staffers to boggle some purists' 
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One of life's great adventures: learning to ride a motorcycle, Soichiro knows how many 
thousands have taken their first ever spin on a 90. 


A little zero speed, off-camber work revealed surprising balance control and infinitely des 





minds by  motoring through trials 
sections at zero to five MPH, coming to 
complete stops, turning the front end in 
the desired direction and motoring off 
again. Chuckle. 

The 90 also tempted riders to do 
bizarre things like ride up and down 
stone steps and over walls. It was well 
nigh impossible to avoid enjoying 
yourself while whirring around with a 
silly grin on your face, occasionally 
tee-heeing a little as if big time Real 
Man Motorcycle Testers couldn’t be 
taking all this seriously. In the 
meantime, this strange-loooking orange 
motorcycle was doing everything well 
within its area of intended use, It even 
did some things acceptably for which it 
was never intended and it did them in a 
willing, friend-winning way. Faithful 
mechanical steed and all that. The very 
low weight and low CG didn’t hurt a 
thing in performing these tricks. 

The 89.5cc displacement engine 
seems to get lost on the bike. You look 
way down on the frame to find a small 
finned collection of metal poking

When it was time to go home from work, the CT-90 made a graceful exit, 


forward horizontally toward the front 
wheel. 

“That is going to carry me, a friend, 
and a bunch of gear up that hill? 
Remarkable.” And it is because it does. 
You definitely have to use the trail 
gearing for anything but flatland riding. 
The street gearing won’t take it up a 
40-degree slope asphalt driveway in first; 
another instance where lower overall 
gearing in the street range would benefit 
the machine. 

The engine will take a rider and his 
gear many, many miles back into the 
boonies with total reliability. A picture 
of a deer hunter about 80 miles from 
the end of the dirt road going up a 
mountainside at 9000 ft. comes to 
mind. His speed is maybe five MPH but

he is unfalteringly climbing up to where 
he thinks he wants to go with the 
altitude compensator on the 16mm carb 
pulled out as he shifts between first and 
second in the trail range. The bike can 
probably go close to 400 miles with the 
gas it carries (including the spare tank 
snap-locked to the rear fender) and 
during that time perform with virtually 
no more attention than required by its 
counterpart, the pack horse. Let the 
horse graze; lube the chain on the CT-90 
occasionally, 

So how did horse and Honda stack 
up? Maybe the best way to come toa 
conclusion is to look at their abilities 
point by point, head to head.

CERA Easy One Enduro:

DESERT CENTER, CAL., Jan. 7, 1973 
— After a cool night the morning was 
sunny and beautiful to greet 747 riders 
ready to tackle 100 miles of desert at 20 
MPH. The course started from the 
middle of sand dunes on both loops. 
The hot-shoes were booming it past 
startled beginners at twice the required 
speed. 

About three miles out, a well marked 
drop-off of three-four feet caught the 
unbelievers unprepared and made the 
survivors use caution at danger arrows 
for the remainder of the run. 

After the first check at 7.0 miles a 
flat run across the desert floor gradually 
climbed into foothills to the second 
check at 19.0 miles, then more flat 
desert and a long fire road to kill time 
on. The third check was at 43.0 miles 
After four or five minutes of sand dunes 
a large dry lake appeared, and we 
crossed that into more sand dunes until 
finish of the first loop. 

Loop two started at the base of a 
sand dune and continued in sand dunes 
for about four miles — it was fourth or 
fifth gear for the big bikes, and first, 
second or third for the screamers. The 
dunes were plenty of fun, but easy to 
lose time on. ; 

A dry lake was followed by more 
sand dunes to show that CERA doesn’t 
run out of sand that easily! Easy flat 
roads and some shale patches that lulled 
you into relaxing then hit you with a 
sharp dip when your speed was about 
10 MPH too fast. A check! Damn, five 
minutes late! 

Check six was the tie breaker! Still 
five minutes late! After several miles we 
went out into a flat, almost dry lake 
terrain to play at cutting long curving 
arcs well off the beaten trail as we 
banged along about 30 — 40 MPH for 
what seemed like 20 miles. 

Gradually the terrain changed to 
more and more sand, with dunes in the 
distance and sure enough, Ed Wight 
wasn’t through with the sand yet! Just 
when the bod was getting tired and the 
hands starting to blister, there were 
more dunes! 

As we approached the finish, my 
mileage and many others were close to 
103-104 miles than the scheduled 100. 
The flip card at the finish confirmed the

FEDERAL HELMET STANDARD DOUBTFUL 


LONG BEACH, CAL., Jan. 12, 1973 — 
It is doubtful that a federal standard for 
safety helmets will go into effect on 
March 1, 1973, as originally scheduled, 
and very possibly not at all during 1973, 
stated Richard G. Babbitt, president of 
the Safety Helmet Council of America. 

He based his 


administrative changes in the 
Department of Transportation and to 
the incomplete physiological data 


pertaining to head protection as applied 
to motorcyclists, which is currently 
available. 

He also said that the results of an 
announcement by the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration that 90% 
of helmet models tested by an 
independent laboratory failed to meet 
the vehicular head protection criteria of 
the. American National Standards 
Institute are misleading. 

The most glaring example of this, 
according to Babbitt, was in the 
government's impact test results. 
Erroneous time duration requirements, 
since corrected by unanimous vote of 
the ANSI Z90 Committee, caused four 
times as many helmets to fail than 
would otherwise have been the case. 
Corrected figures would indicate that, 
of the apparent 2,304 impact blows 
delivered to the 72 models tested, only 
117 exceeded Z90 limits, thus resulting 
in a 95% passing figure. 

“The corrected figures are a far cry 
from the percentage figures in the 
government report," he said. “I would 
also like to point out that more than 


half the helmets tested by the 
government are no longer on the 
market,” 


Babbitt said that the Safety Helmet 
Council actually is in favor of a federal 
specification, Helmet manufacturers 
want a single strong specification as a 
guide to build their products. In lieu of 
this, SHCA has adopted the Z90 
standard (as have most of the states) as 

' the best specification available. 

He said the standard is neither owned 
nor controlled by the industry and has 
been established and periodically

updated by the ANSI Z90 Committee. 
Membership on this committee is made 
up of representatives of the industry 
(who are limited to no more than 
one-third), the insurance industry, 
consumer groups, the federal 
government, the military, and other 
interested parties. 

“There should have been a federal 
specification as far back as 1967," said 
Babbitt. “The industry has been 
operating within a broad physiological 
data base with ill-defined borders and 
has never received any direction from 
our government in relation to 
manufacturing a safer helmet. We have 
done the best we can to save lives and 
have succeeded without help except 
from our own research and development 
efforts.” 

In announcing SHCA plans for 1973, 
Babbitt said the Council will accelerate 
its program of assigning independent 
laboratories to pick up helmet models at 
random from dealers’ shelves across the 
country and test them to the Z90-1971 
standard, 

The industry’s self-policing program 
rejected the models of no less than eight 
different manufacturers last year. 

The SHCA Certification program is 
used exclusively by the American 
Motorcycle Association in approving 
helmets for competition, In fact, said 
Babbitt, motor racing in general could 
not exist without today’s safety helmet. 

He said that the main goal of the 
Safety Helmet Council, which 
represents the producers of 80% of the 
helmets made and sold in this country, 
is to make as safe a helmet as today’s 
technology and materials allow. 

"It is the contention of the industry 
that hundreds of lives are saved 
everyday by the wearing of helmets 
because they offer improved head 
protection,” said Babbitt. 

“While the SHCA takes no position 
on -mandatory helmet wearing, this 
contention is substantiated by figures 
from several states, including New York, 
which indicate that helmet wearing can 
virtually cut fatalities in half.”

Many of the small bikes 
soon ‘became engulfed in the water, 
causing them to drop out which, in 
turn, made it confusing to score. The 
three top placing 125's, who completed 
all the laps, were Bill Hair (aym-125 
Jr.), Ray Sloppy (DKW-125 Int.) and 
Jon Hager, a 125 Int. on a Yamaha 125. 
Three 100’s who made it with only a 
few pit stops and problems were Dennis 
Sixberry and Bill Harer both 100 
Beginners on Yamahas while Ron 
Corley smoked the 100 Juniors. 

In Big Bore racing, the water seemed 
to foul up more bikes than in the other 
two hour race, This race was also very 
confusing with many of the leading 
bikes fading to the pits with troubles. 
Right from the LeMans start, eventual 
winner Rusty Carter (250 Intermediate 
racer on a yellow Suzuki) kept ahead 
with minute leads over thyothers. 

Carter made one pit stop; it seemed 
like he had plug trouble but apparently 
this didn’t stop him as he kept going. 

The next four racers who kept their 
bikes glued together and were often just 
racing like it was a Rocky Mountain 
Enduro were George Wagner (CZ) and 
Craig Adams (Hus), both racing as 500 
Juniors. Larry Jones, a 250 Beginner on 
a Bultaco, and George Foreman (Hus)* 
placed fourth and fifth by doing a 
fantastic job of racing and bike 
preparation in one of the roughest and 
longest AME races ever. 





Will Harper and Mike McAfee on his 
Bul 125 were the two super 125 Senior 
competitors who strung together some 
very competitive three moto racing with 
McAfee winning the first moto just to 
see Harper on his DKW sneak away with 
the second moto like a Hamburglar. 

It was a tie match to this point, both 
one and one. The judgment for the 125 
Senior win would be in the third moto. 
Harper accelerated and grabbed the lead 
from the starting gate to win the overall 
while McAfee put on an honest effort to 
place first which made him get 
squirrelly while trying to nip Harper’s 
knobbies. 


Jim Hale Third 125 at Muntz Pro Motocross 
Jim Weinert’s Bike Breaks, Wins Class Anyway

MOORPARK, CAL. Jan. 21, 1973 — 
The Muntz Cycle Park motocross track, 
unused of late due to a change of 
promoters, reopened today hosting 
what proved to be the largest purse 
motocross in Southern California this 
weekend. Amongst those coaxed to 
Muntz by the multitudes of money were 
Brad Lackey, Jim Weinert, and Jim 
Wilson, all on factory machines, as well 
as Larry Watkins, Billy Payne, Tim 
Lunde and Joe Root. 

Unfortunately, Gary and DeWayne 
Jones qualified on Saturday, were 
attacked by cursed flu bug, and did not 
show on Sunday, somewhat weakening 
Hondas’ challenge. 

Heading the bill was the 125 
Professional class, and although Larry 
Watkins was entered on an E.C. Birt 
Rickman, (Birt was there, too.), the 
favored rider was Jim Weinert astride a 
prototype Kawasaki 125. The machine’s 
— Jim’s — potential were shown earlier 
when, during practice, Billy Payne 
found himself unable to shake the lil’ 
Kaw for four laps. 

. That speed was never race-proven, 

though. After one of his customary 
mediocre starts, Weinert developed 
engine troubles and dropped out on the 
first lap. While Weinert ran, he was 
pressuing Watkins, but he didn’t run 
very long. Larry, then virtually 
unchallenged, screamed to a fantastic 
lead for the first moto win. Tim Lunde 
(Bul) some 200+ yards behind. 

Weinert apparently could not repair 
the 125 in time for the second of the 
two twenty-minute motos, allowing it 
to become a replay of the first, Wakins’ 
fantastic lead and all. Lunde, again 
second, garnered second overall. 

Although the 250 Expert win was 
pursued by factory riders Jim Weinert 
(on yet another Kawasaki) and Jim 
Wilson (Honda Elsinore), the lead in the 
first moto was seized and kept by Terry 
Clark (Hus). Jim Wilson, 
disappointingly, crashed at the start and 
could never regain the lost ground 
thereby making Honda's last hope 
pretty. the Weinert, too, started

poorly, but by the end of the heat, he 
had worked up to second, giving the 
promise of a last moto duel with Clark 
for the win. 

The hoped-for clash, however, never 
came about. Clark failed to make the 
second round. Wilson and Weinert 
repeated their first heat starting 
difficulties and both were nowhere near 
the leader, Luke Messer (Oss), for the 
first several laps. Then Weinert began 
picking off rider after rider, eventually 
passing Messer and assuring himself the 
win. Wilson, meantime, could only 
manage a fifth. Rick Salmon (Yam), by 
consistency, gamered second overall just 
ahead of Messer, 

But for most of the spectators, all of 
these battles were nothing more than 
“half-time entertainment” as they 
waited for the Open Expert motos. Billy 
Payne (Mai), winner at last week’s 
Baymare $3000 MX, was pitted against 
Brad Lackey (Kaw 450), A.M.A. No. 1. 
There were other riders in the line-up, I 
suppose, but none could come near this 
pair. It was. Lackey vs. Payne, simple as 
that. 

In the first round, Lackey shot off 
the line, front wheel pawing the air, a 
good 20 yards ahead of Payne. As it 
turned out, that was the only lead he 
would have race-long. As they rocketed 
into the first corner, Lackey took the 
outside, and Payne the inside. When 
they exited, Payne was a good 20 yards 
ahead of Lackey. 

Billy, probably as surprised as 
everyone else, hooked it on, but 
couldn’t shake the green machine for 
several laps. Then, very slowly, Brad 
began dropping farther behind, 
eventually finding himself a hundred 
yards in the wake of Billy’s Maico. The 
crowd was shocked. I was shocked. 
Could Payne, even though he is an 
excellent rider, so completely snuff 
Brad Lackey? Only the second moto 
could tell for sure. 

When the seocnd and deciding Open 
moto came to the line, every eye in the 
park was watching it. The announcers 
voice even became several octaves higher 
with anticipation. When the flag

Coming down the steep downhill, 
Lackey inched closer until, sweeping 
onto the straight, he took the extreme 
inside and pulled even with Payne. The 
pair blasted past the crowd on the 
straight, only a few feet apart, until 
Billy shut the door going into the uphill 
sweeper at the end. Brad again dropped 
20 yards behind waiting for Billy to 
make a mistake.

Superbikes are still with us, but the emphasis has shifted. Performance isn’t all 
that counts anymore, People want to do more than go like the bejeesus for a few 
blocks, and if they are going to ride their machines for more than a quarter mile at a 
time, they get so they can appreciate qualities like smoothness, quiet, comfort, 
economy, and reliability, 

The demand for these qualities goes a long way to explaining the popularity of the 
Honda 500 Four. The machine can be appreciated by almost anybody who isn’t in 
too big a hurry. 

In almost all respects the machine falls between its siblings, the Honda 750 and 
350 Fours. This isn’t to say that the Honda 500 Four is just a Honda 750 with a 
modified bore-stroke ratio or that the 350 is patterned exactly after the 500. The 
machines are composed of almost entirely different pieces, but they were designed 
with similar goals in mind. 

It is less similar to the 750 than the 350. Unlike the 750, the 500 uses-a wet sump 
lubrication system. This is the practice followed by all the Hondas except the 750 
(which uses a dry sump system that carries its oil in a tank on the right side. The 
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merits of the wet sump system are a lower center of gravity and the fact that an oil 
tank isn’t necessary.) Oil is filtered through the usual Honda Four filter mounted on 
the front of the sump between the inner exhaust pipes. 

Engine layout is unmistakably Honda, The single overhead camshaft is driven by a 
chain tensioned by a spring-loaded tensioner. Each cylinder has its own carburetor, 
exhaust pipe and muffler. Primary drive is by a Hyvo chain. Power goes through the 


five speed transmission to an endless final drive train. 

The engine requires a few minutes to warm up before it is run hard, and you have 
to flog it if you want to go fast. Not that it doesn't have low end power — it will idle 
(1100 RPM) in all five gears. Despite its minimal flywheel effect, the machine will 
accelerate evenly if the throttle is whacked open in top gear from idle. This same lack 
of flywheel requires slightly more careful shifting than is necessary on most other 
machines. The engine accelerates and decelerates very quickly. 


The transmission ratios were well staged, and shifting action was light and sure. 
However, the mechanism would occasionally hang up and miss a shift if several quick 
down shifts were made. This seemed to be due to a sticking in the ratcheting 
mechanism. 

The clutch was light and worked quite well under normal use, but several 
back-to-back fast starts with the clutch slipping would heat it up enough to make it 
grabby. The rest of the drive train performed quite well. The chain never required 
adjustment in 500 miles. Points, plugs, and oil all performed without attention. The 
only item in the engine that required attention was a head gasket leak. The only 
other failures that occurred were in a turn signal bulb and the pliers in the tool kit,

which had lost the nut on their pivot point and ceased to function. 

The biggest surprise that we got from the machine was the handling. The machine 
seems unexciting and not at all the sort of machine that one would take to go 
flogging off down a winding road. It is very straight-line stable, but the Japanese 
multis just don’t seem to carry stability over into very high speed cornering. The 
CB-500 did, however. It would not wobble at all in flat, fast turns, nor would it do 
anything unasked for in bumpy turns. Handling was terrific. The excellent tire profile 
probably deserves some credit for this. Tire compound could be improved slightly, 
however; it let go sooner than some of the good British rubber. 

The handling was very Honda-like in all other respects. The suspension was solid 
but comfortable, and steering was precise. It would fall into a turn at low speeds and 
like to have the power on, It ‘had less of these characteristics than either of its 
multi-cylindered brothers. This may be due in sume part to the center of gravity 
which feels lower than on the other fours, Ground clearance was sufficient. The first 
items to touch were the centerstand on the left and the peg on the right.

Comfort was not as good as the other Honda Fours, and it is this feature that 
ranks the 350 above the 500 in our opinions, The seat was a little on the hard side, 
especially in the passenger’s portion, and the grab strap got you right where it 
counted. Passenger pegs were also too high for comfort for anyone but a very small 
person. The passenger pegs were the only place on the machine that any vibration 
could be felt at all and then only lightly for a few hundred RPM around 6,000 RPM. 
The 500 is the smoothest of all the Fours. 

Seat height was low enough that even a small person felt at home while waiting 
for a light to change. The bars are narrow, but the handling is light enough so that 
this doesn’t matter. They are appreciated at high speeds because the width cuts down 
the buffeting one takes from the wind. Throttle return pressure was heavy, and, 
when combined with the small size of the grips, became uncomfortable for long 
periods of use, The screw type friction dampener lessened this somewhat, but larger 
gtips and lighter springs would be the best answer. The grips, a sore spot on Hondas 
for a long time, should be changed. 

The: brakes were excellent. They were strong enough, light enough, sensitive 
enough, and waterproof enough to earn a superlative rating, The front disc was 
affected by water, but it still remained strong enough to lock up the wheel. It would 
occasionally emit a slight squeal when cold, 

Styling is distinctively Honda unique. Finish is excellent, as expected, with the 
usual seams running the length of the mufflers, Exhaust noise was greater than on the 
whisper-quiet 350, but still acceptable. The key is in the usual (for Honda) place: 
under the left forward portion of the gas tank. A panel of four idiot lights 
communicates about oil pressure, turn signals, high beam, and neutral position, An 
ammeter would be usefnl. 

The Honda 500 is not a copy of the 750. Rather, the reverse is true; the 750 has 
copied the refinement of the 500. The 500 makes no claims to being a superbike. 
Instead, it fulfills as many other street machine functions as possible. The logic and 
desirability of this approach have allowed it to be copied by the 750 which has been 
toned down and de-intensfied in the interest óf comfort and reliability. That the 500 
will do only 14 second quarters is of little concern to people who don't have their 
egos wired to their throttle cables, The CB-500 will go more than fast enough. It will 
fit a lot of people. Its single shortcoming as a tourer is its less-than-perfect seat. Its 
power, mileage (40 MPG), reliability, and all other aspects of rider comfort are 
sufficient to make it a first class tourer. Yet, it has the tractability to make an 
around-town commuter and the handling to frolic on your favorite canyon road. 

The new breed of multi-cylinder middleweights have a lot to offer over the twins 
of similar displacement that they supersede. In many ways they are also superior to 
the heavyweights to which they are little brothers. The Honda CB-500 is an 
outstanding example of the breed.

The kids — there were 12 
present on Sunday — seemed young and 
eager and were a blast to watch.

One of the most accomplished racing riders to come along in years, Kenny Roberts moved 
into the American Motorcycle Association's Expert ranks with authority in 1972. In his very first 
weekend performance in the division, he finished a close third in the National TT race at the 
Houston Astrodome, despite stalling and have to bump-start his Yamaha at the outset. 

The following night Roberts won the National Short Track race at the same site, becoming the 
first rookie Expert in AMA history to score in a debut, After this rousing start he was in 
contention for the championship until the final throes of the season, The Houston event provided 
his only triumph, but he took second on the mile at San Jose: thirds on the Mile at 
Colorado Springs and the Monterey road race. Roberts wound up in fourth position in final 
standings, six points behind the third-place man. 

He won National AMA Novice and Junior riding titles in 1970 and '71, respectively. In the 
latter division he earned a record nine victories, three more than scored by any man before him. 

What also impressed veteran observers about Roberts was his versatility. His ability on oval 
tracks was long recognized, but he also showed vast improvement in road racing, He finished 
second to teammate Kel Carruthers in the first 125-mile heat of the 250-mile Ontario event, only 
to experience mechanical failure three laps into the second portion.

ONTARIO, CAL., Jan. 21, 1973 — It 
wasn’t a professional event, but today’s 
AFM club race at Ontario attracted a lot 
of the top National road racers who 
showed up to sort themselves and their 
equipment out,

Suzuki water-cooled 750 factory 
machines on hand for the new team 
members, Don Emde and Paul Smart.

suddenly fell silent a lap from the end. 
So Bob inherited second which he held 
by more than 20 seconds over Pridmore 
at the flag. 

And what of the mighty factory 
Suzukis, firebreathers from the Orient 
piloted by winners of AMA Nationals? 
Well, Smart’s had shown that it wasn’t 
up to his capabilities and coughed up a 
head gasket while he was running fifth 
on the second lap. Emde bore a 
this-isn’t-like-Mel’s-Yamaha expression 
and was struggling to hold off 500 class 
winner Ralph Hudson (Suz). 

Ron Pierce journeyed from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico with his 
Bobby J Yamahas, and dusted off 250 
and 350 GP fields with ease. In the 250 
class he was pursued (albeit distantly) 
by Jerry Greene (Yam). Behind Greene 
was Jim Evans who also ran second in 
the 250 event until he fell down and 
passed the place slot to Steve 
Froschauer (Yam). Pierce was never 
approached. 

There were two Kawasaki 903’s 
entered in the gigantic Heavyweight 
Production event. One was fielded by 
Pop Yoshimura (who was handling the 
wrenches himself and was ridden by 
Jimmy Chen. The other came from the 
Big K’s R&D department and had Walt 
Fulton in the driver’s seat. It looked like 
the race was going to be a Kawasaki 
benefit if you ignored Reg Pridmore. 


Reggie stuck his BMW 750 in front and 
commenced to open up a nice big chunk 
of asphalt between himself and the 
closest of his pursuers, Fulton. In third 
place, and staying with Fulton, was 
Tom Casey on a Honda 500! Chen was 
never in contention after he pulled off 
briefly to investigate mechanical ills. 
Pridmore just kept going and finished 
with 30 seconds in hand. Also near the 
front was a Mr. Engel on a Kawasaki 
350, taking the win for that class. 

Lightweight Production fell to Willie 
Hardin’s potent Suzuki 250 with his 
buddy Larry Koop taking second on a 
similar machine. 125 Production was 
property of Mike Barder, and Ed Unini 
stamped his authority on the 200 class. 

The Lightweight GP event was 
divided up among John Volkman (200 
class) and Charles Small, 125 winner 
after Mike Slaughter retired. Fastest 
tiddler was Bill Lorber, 50 winner. 

At the end of the day, Reg Pridmore 
picked up two more victories. Aboard 
his BMW he won the Superstreet class 
going away from a large field, and then 
he climbed into his sidecar and won the 
first sidecar event ever held on this 
course. 

The AFM is to be commended for 
holding such a well organized, safe event 
on such an exciting course. There are 
more events scheduled for Ontario (and 
Sears Point) in the future.

RACERS - MEDIC ALERT 
Could Be Your Answer 


PENICILLIN

. The Medic Alert Foundation is a nonprofit, charitable tax-exempt organization 
(501 (c) 3 rating with the IRS), founded in 1956 and dedicated to educating and 
encouraging individuals to wear on their person identification of any medical 
problems that should be known in an emergency, Equally important is to have all 
medical facts registered in one central file. An additional goal is to urge physicians 
and all other medical personnel to advise persons of the importance of wearing 
such identification at all times, as well as to have their medical information filed 
where it can obtained quickly in an emergency. 

. To accent the vital message of an existing medical problem, the Foundation 
distributes a metal emblem that bears the symbol of the medical profession; the 
words, “MEDIC ALERT”, emblazoned in red on the face of the emblem; and the 
symbol for medical identification adopted by the American Medical Association. 
A medical information wallet card is provided with each emblem. The life 
membership fee is $7.00, which includes a bracelet or necklace in stainless steel 
and one medical problem engraving. 

. On the reverse side of the emblem is engraved the immediate medical problem(s) 
of the wearer. A few examples are: “DIABETES”, “ALLERGIC TO 
PENNICILLIN”, “TAKING ANTICOAGULANTS”, “WEARING CONTACT 
LENSES”, “NECK BREATHER”, “EPILEPSY”. Additional medical information 
and other personal information if filed in the Central Answering File. 

. The automated Central File accepts, on a 24 hour a day basis, collect calls when 
necessary. from authorized persons (physicians, emergency hospital room 
personnel, law enforcement officials, etc.) then relays additional information 
from the file which pertains to the wearer. Each emblem is registered and the 
serial number is engraved on the reverse side, as is the telephone number of the 
Central File (209/634-4917). A percentage of each membership fee goes into a 
Trust Fund to perpetuate this vital service. 

- More than 400,000 Americans wear Medic Alert emblems. More than 4,000 join 
monthly. 

. The Foundation conducts a continuous educational program to professional 
people in order to make the significance and availability of the Medic Alert 
emblem, as well as the services of the Foundation, known the world over. A 
constant educational campaign is directed toward the general public. 

. The Board of Directors is composed of physicians, corporation executives, and 
leading businessmen. The medical Advisory Committee and the National Advisory 
Board are, for the most part, composed of persons who are interested in or who 
actually administer first aid in an emergency. 

. The Foundation received publicity from newspapers, magazines, radio and 
television, trade and corporate publications. 

. Affiliate organizations have been established and are governed by their own Board 
of Directors in fourteen other countries: Belgium, Canada, Fiji, Mocambiques, 
The Netherlands, New Zealand, Australia, Philippine Islands, Rhodesia, South 
Africa, United Kingdom and Republic of Ireland, West Malaysia, and Zambia. The 
Medic Alert emblem is registered in forty-one other foreign countries. 

. The Medic Alert Foundation has been endorsed by a large number of national 
organizations. In addition, many state and county medical societies, 
pharmaceutical, nurses’, medical assistants’, farm bureaus’, and service club groups 
have also endorsed Medic Alert. Numerous of these actually assist Medic Alert in 
its educational program. Some provide emblems to the indigent.

8. Political tactics employed 
successfully by other interest groups 
must be studied with an open mind, and 
adapted .to the defense of the 
motorcycle community whenever their 
effectivenss and efficiency would so 
warrant; the Not Invented Here 
syndrome must be avoided. 

99. Within the broad categorles of 
the “public” and the “government”, 
those specific persons and small groups 
must be identified who are perdurably 
hostile to motorcycling; their 
motivations, methods, and objectives 
must be studied and understood. The 
many with whom we can work and 
compromise must be distinguished from 
the few with whom we cannot. 
Conciliatory gestures are wasted upon 
those, whatever their reasons, who 
reject a reasonable policy of mutal 
accommodation, 

10. Natural allies must similarly be 
identified, and top-level working 
arrangements must be made between 
them and the motorcycle community. 
Isolationism must be shunned as 
unproductive. 

11. Well-planned public relations 
activities aimed at specific targets and

objectives must replace vague, 
generalized efforts at “image building” 
that all too easily accomplish the exact 
opposite of what they're hoped to do. 

12. A coordinated network of 
legislative advocates must be established 
across the country, at state and federal 
levels. This will be financially feasible 
only by sharing costs and representation 
with other industries having related, 
non-conflicting concerns. 

13. A long term program must be 
begun now to gain the centralization of 
all government regulation of 
motorcycling under the roof of a single 
agency. The implications, as well as the 
historical success, of this approach are 
well known. Even those who profess to 
object to it readily grant that it works. 

Once these activities are well 
underway, HondAMF would play only a 
limited, sustaining role in many of 
them, the bulk of the work being 
performed by other elements of the 
motorcycle community. 

But only HondAMF can initiate the 
process. Only HondAMF can bring the 
full and considerable resources of the 
motorcycle community into the race for 
survival.

the horse was considerably better than 
the Honda, The Honda’s was, however, 
markedly better than the horse’s when 
the horse was performing “hoofies.” 
The Honda was quick and maneuverable 
as was the horse and both required some 
mastery of control to achieve maximum 
performance. High speed handling was 
nothing to brag about on the Honda, 
but better than the horse, Our test 
model horse seemed to be a particularly 
“squirrelly” example and it was much 
easier to get the Honda to go where you 
wanted it. Up and over ground clearance 
was much better on the horse, with the 
Honda in at minimum acceptable 
clearance. 

PERFORMANCE 

As in handling, the  horse's 
performance was more flashy than the 
Honda's, but less controllable. 
Acceleration on the horse was intense 
and some throttle sticking problems 
were, to say the least, frightening. When 
the Honda was in “trail ratio”, the top 
speeds of both were nearly equal with 
the Honda being able to maintain a 
higher percentage of its top speed for 
much longer duration (indefintely, as 
far as we can tell). 

In “street ratio” the Honda's top 
speed is somewhat higher than the 
horse. An overall reaction would be that 
the horse has considerably more torque 
than the Honda, but was geared far too 
low. 

DURABILITY 

As indicated in the previous paragraph 
the horse seems to wear out much more 
quickly than the Honda. However, it has 
a most unique capability in its ability to 
recover. Given twenty minutes or so, it 
was ready to repeat the performance. It 
was also generally necessary to add 
water to the horse after these gruelling 
testing sessions. A most interesting fact 
about the horse is the incredible length 
of time it takes to break in. Optimum 
performance never seems to be achieved 
until the horse is four years old. From 
that point on a gradual decline ensues, 
but a very slow one at that. One can 
expect useable serviceability for twelve 
to fifteen years. Repairs are fairly 
expensive and can generally only be 
performed by experts. Unlike the 
Honda, repairs will eventually become 
impossible, rather than unfeasible. z 

Fuel economy is somewhat of a 
mystery in the very indirect relationship 
between use and consumption. A 
marked disadvantage of the horse is that 


Eldorado in known high-risk areas. 
Theft-prone motorcycles were equipped 
with an electronic alarm (brand name 
Cycle-Gard). A the conclusion of the 
test there were no losses due to theft. 

Eldorado will offer this program to 
dealers in California, Arizona, Oregon, 
and Washington.

it consumes nearly the same amount of 
fuel when not in use as when in use. An 
additional disadvantage is the stringent 
requirements for garaging. You can't 
just stick the horse in a corner and 
forget about it. 

The Honda has incredible duration 
compared to the horse, however, once 
its decline in performance begins, it will 
not recover without assistance. Break-in 
time is about 500 miles, with no 
temporal limit whatsoever. The length 
of time the Honda will remain 
serviceable relates directly to the 
amount of use and the extent of 
maintenance. Repairs, if performed by 
experts, are expensive but there seems 
to be greater opportunity for the owner 
to effect his own maintenance than with 
the horse. It might be mentioned that 
no repairs were necessary on either 
vehicle during the period of testing. 

Fuel consumption on the Honda is 
minimal and will strain no one's pocket 
book, We guess we were achieving 
nearly 90 MPG. The Honda can be 
stored most anywhere and with a little 
preparation will suffer no ill effects 
during prolonged inattention. 
COMFORT 

Both vehicles were reasonably 
comfortable in their seating positions, 
though neither had adequate facilities 
for two up riding. The footpeg positions 
on the horse were variable, which was a 
pleasant surprise. We must say that the 
solidly mounted handlebars on the 
Honda were a lot more confidence 
inspiring than the loose leather straps 
found on the horse. However, it is to the 
horse’s credit that those straps control 
all actions except the open throttle 
situation. 

Low speed ride on the Honda was 
considerably better than on the horse. 
The Honda's suspension performed 
quite adequately. The high speed ride of 
both transportation units was 
comparable and the sensations not at all 
dissimilar. 

Both Honda and horse were great fun 
to ride but when analyzed item by item 
there is no doubt in our minds that the 
horse comes out second best. The 
Honda is just plain less hassle. It goes 
when and where you want it to go and 
makes a minimum of fuss.in doing so. 
The Honda is more manageable, less 
smelly, more versatile, and it will never 
leave a mess on your garage floor. 

Alas, the Honda 90 won’t come 
when you call it.

LAS VEGAS, NEV., Jan. 18, 1973 — It 
was once again very obvious at the 
Honda convention that Honda can get 
away with anything. Would anybody 
else in the world be able to bring out 
three CB-350 street machines on top of 
their street scrambler and dual purpose 
350s. Probably not. Or how about two 
different 250 enduro bikes: one with 
four strokes in the engine; the other 
with two? The latter scooter is a slightly 
milder enduro-ized version of the 250 
Elsinore motocrosser. 

The less publicized 125 two-stroke 
motocrosser also appeared and, though 
not as talked about, is technically more 
advanced than the 250 with electronic 
ignition and a six speed transmission, 
among other goodies. The 125 probably 
won't be available until June. All 180 
pounds of it. 

Reports of the death of the Honda 
450 DOHC twin were seemingly 
premature, as two models of it were 
looking very good at the show, The 
streeter and up-pipe street scrambler 
were both offered, again, as was just 
about every other bike Honda has made 
in the last couple of years. They don’t 
seem to drop models; they. just add new 
ones. Another new Trail 90 and a 125 
four-stroke Trials bike were included. 

Tt was almost hard to find those stars 
of yesteryear, the CB-750 Four and the 
XL-250 single. They were tucked away 
with the other machines of their ilk but 
it seems like only yesterday that they

were the big news in motorcycling. 
There was a 125 single for the street, 
however. 

Honda’s decision to market a 250 
enduro two-stroke against their 250 
enduro four-stroke is remarkable, Ditto 
with their 125 machines. The 
two-strokes, basically being 
motocrossers, are lighter but there will 
always be those who will opt for a 
thumper. For a lot of good reasons. If 
the two-strokes (MX and enduro) have 
inherited any of the traditional Honda 
never-say-die reliability, they could 
materialize into a real competition 
threat. All of the ingredients are there in 
both machines; 125 and 250. 

As is usually the case, the real 
highlight of the show was Mr. Sochiro 
Honda himself. He brought his very 
charming wife, Sachi, with him to the 
U.S. this year. His down-loose manner 
and a wit that survives translation and 
crosses cultural barriers manage to 
charm even the most cynical. His talk 
was spiked with the Motorcycle Truism 
of the Year: “When I play golf, I always 
lose,” went the translation, “but I never 
lose in business." Honda seems to have 
enough winners among its 37, count 
'em, 37 1973 models to ensure that 
their preponderant share of the market 
won't shrink up too much. 

After years of “Oh, wow!” shockers 
like the 750, 500 and 350 Fours, it was 
almost surprising that Honda didn’t zap 
the dealers and press with a 125 Six or 
something. But they probably will.

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Despite all the well-intentioned 
proposals for political activism im 
defense of motorcycling at the level of 
individuals, clubs and informal 
coalitions, the basic capability to shape 
the future of motorcycling in the 
United States lies entirely in the hands 
of two small groups of men, about 
whom very little seems to have been 
said in the motorcycle press: 

1. The Board of Directors of Honda 
Motors 

2. The Board of Directors of AMF 

Nobody else really counts. 

Do you say the other manufacturers 
count? In internal struggles, perhaps, 
but in political matters regarding the 
good of the industry as a whole, where 
Honda/AMF lead the others will surely 
follow. And where HondAMF refuses to 
lead, the others cannot make much 
headway. 


WHO COUNTS? 

Do you say the AMA and similar 
organizations count? The AMA does 
what HondAMF tells it to do, and that’s 
that, 

Do you say the editors of the dozens 
of motorcycle publications count 
because of their critical role in unifying, 
shaping, and guiding the opinions of 
millions of readers? By the very nature 
of their business, their views are 
fragmented and often conflicting. 

To read some bike magazines, you’d 
never know that various cliques of 
spiteful crackpots were busily egging-on 
Big Brother to squash the sport of 
motorcycling. But a few reasoned words 
of explanation from their advertisers 
would make them realize the 
importance of taking a more vigorous 
line in defense of the sport. Not merely 
to save their advertising revenue, but to 
save their readership by saving their 
readers’ rights to own and operate 
motorcycles. 

Do you say that motorcycle retailers 
count? To the average motorcycle 
dealer, “long range planning” means 
guessing on Tuesday how much money 
will be in the cash register at the end of 
the week. It is unrealistic to expect 
most dealers to initiate a defense of the 
sport. However, where HondAMF leads, 
most of them will necessarily follow. 

Do you say that clubs and similar 
organizations count? Given big-time 
finanacial backing they could, but 
without that backing, they’re almost 
(but not, thank goodness, completely) 
helpless. 

Every small group that makes its

transportation, coordination, 
operational. advice and organizational 
continuity.

An Open Letter to All Southern California Motorcycle Clubs 

As you are no doubt aware, the Bureau of Land Management enacted a regulation 
on September 18th which places rather stringent requirements upon organizations 
which conduct competitive events upon BLM-administered public lands. Many of us 
feel that such a regulation is discriminatory and unconstitutional. Recently, the El 
Cajon Motorcycle Club defied the BLM regulation. and staged an event without 
obtaining the necessary permits and without paying the prescribed fees. 

Each of us may differ in our opinion of whether the El Cajon Motorcycle Club 
was ‘right’ or ‘wrong’. But to this we must agree: the El Cajon Motorcycle Club stood 
up for the right of all public citizens to use the public lands. They defied the BLM, 
and now the Federal Government is threatening to bring suit against the El Cajon 
Motorcycle Club, as an entity, and against each of its members, personally. No one 
can foresee the outcome of this lawsuit, but if the courts should find that the BLM 
regulation is unconstitutional, as we believe it is, then the El Cajon Motorcycle Club 
will have performed a major service to all off-road vehicle enthusiasts. If the EI Cajon

case , not only will we all lose, but each of the ECMC 


members stand to lose their personal possessions. 
It is up to the rest of us to ensure that the El Cajon Motorcycle Club has the 
possible defense in this matter. And that will cost many dollars.

Who could have more favorable 
images than nobility? Hell, a schoolmate 
of mine was a titled Baron. About 19 
generations back, an ancestor of his had 
set up steady work as a non-travelling 
highwayman. He extorted money from 
merchants who wanted to use the road 
through a pass he controlled with his 
gang of armed cut-throats, amd called 
this “collecting tolls”. He was made a 
Baron by the Elector when he agreed to 
cut the central government in on the 
take. 

A friend of mine would theoretically 
be an Earl (the title actually passed to

another branch of the family when his 
branch moved to America) because an 
ancestor of his made a fortune on 
war-supplies, something like Henry 
Kaiser, 

Let a dozen generations pass, and the 
image of a common crook or a 
war-profiteer rises about as high as any 
image can, If the motorcycle 
community ever gains the power to 
defend itself against anybody who tries 
to mess, the image will come. 

HondAMF has created a state-level 
MIC program and has pressured dealers 
into joining. In an incredible blunder, 
the dealer must pay a fixed fee to 
belong. This means that the poorer his 
business is, the more it costs him to 
belong, relative to his income — a sort 
of regressive membership fee, Is it any 
wonder that so many dealers had to be 
blackjacked into joining, and will get 
out at their first opportunity? 

HondAMF sponsored what it called 
Political Frontiers Workshops. If Ron 
Schneiders’ report on the Southern 
California PFW was even remotely 
accurate and if the SoCal Workshop was 
even remotely like the others held 
around the country, the shole concept 
was pure window dressing. 

HondAMF promoted the incredible 
petition campaign whose sole result was 
to elicit from President Nixon the 
ringing statement that motorcyclists’ 
views should be taken into account 
when the government is in the process 
of deciding how to dispose of them. 
Any President would have said as much, 
for free, about any group you care to 
mention. 

HondAMF has hired a number of 
comfortably paid political types so that 
it can point with pride at its 
acquisitions, Do you believe, do you 
really believe, that a politician who has 
lost an election and is probably looking 
for something to tide him over until his 
next try at public office is going to 
bring the same dedication, the same 
committment to his job as somebody 
from within the motorcycle 
community? Somebody who is outraged 
to the marrow of his bones at the 
rapidly growing repressions being visited 
on the sport? 

To date, HondAMF’s record is 
pathetic. Why? We can only speculate, 
since Boards of Directors are not 
notoriously talkative, but a number of 
plausible reasons can be identified. 

First, HondAMF grossly 
underestimates the support it would 
receive from millions of American 
motorcyclists, if only it would display 
the arrojo to resist the ever-increasing 
government pressure on the motorcycle 
community. , 

Honda Motors thinks that it must 
preserve a low profile so as not to 
antagonize the politicians on the 
Potomac who might slash its import 
quotas for cars and bikes. It fails to see 
the potential of allying its interests with 
those of its customers to mutual 
benefit. 

As for AMF, they are so happy over 
the immediate profitability of 
Harley-Davidson, compared to some of 
the other divisions in their 
conglomerate, that they’re too busy 
counting this month’s profits to plan for 
the future prosperity of the industry as 
a whole. The old-line H-D personnel, 
with their traditional inbreeding, are not 
likely to challenge AMF’s shortsighted 
attitude. 

Second, HondAMF has never had to 
confront systematic government 
repression before so they don’t have the 
experience painfully accumulated by 
other industries. True, the government 
has moved against cigarettes, but not 
directly against AMF's cigarette-making 


machines. 

As for Honda Motors, they grew up 
in the Japanese political climate in 
which government actively promoted 
business, It is probably difficult for 
them to imagine that the US. 
Government, through a series of Fabian 
actions taken in response to pressures 
from  bike-baiting screwballs and 
crackpots, would actually destroy an 
entire area of pleasurable and fulfilling 
human activity. 

Third, the most difficult step in 
dealing with any problem is defining the 
problem. Boards of Directors, just like 
everybody else, wish desperately to 
believe that problems will go away if 
they bury their heads in their pillows. 
But the government is not going to go 
away. The caterwauling jackals and 
chattering magpies urging it to 
exterminate motorcycling as we know it 
are not going to go away. The pressures 
against the sport are not going to go 
away. 

The problem HondAMF hates to face 
is this: Just how vigorously is the 
motorcycle community willing to fight 
to defend its right to exist? So far, 
HondAMF’s answer has been, “Not 
very". So far, HondAMF has tried to 
kid itself into believing that government 
intervention is superficial, transient, and 
minor. So far, HondAMF has tried to 
pretend that temporary palliatives are 
all that are needed. 

HondAMF has not realized that 
when influential Congressman Chet 
Holified says, “I do not forsee any 
Federal legislation which will outlaw 
motorcycles”, he is asserting that 
politicians have the right and power to 
outlaw motorcycling whenever they 
take a notion to! Contrast this with the 
situation towards which we should aim: 
a situation in which every government 
official, elected or appointed, would say 


something like, “It is as absurd, 
impossible and unthinkable that 
government should try to outlaw 


motorcycles as that it should attempt to 
repeal the Law of Gravity". That is the 
situation . towards which HondAMF 
should work. 


WHAT CAN HONDAMF DO? 

1. Money must be funneled into the 
fight against government repression of 
motorcycling. Good public relations are 
nice, but good government relations 
come first. 

2. Dealers should be enlisted in the 
struggle on grounds that they can accept 
with grace. MIC membership fees should 
be arranged on a progressive rather than 
regressive basis. Fees should be 
proportioned to units sold, and should 
be collected at the distributor level. 

3. A definite policy commitmment 
must be made to resist government 
intervention wherever and however it 
occurs. Tactics must remain flexible, 
but the strategic objective must be fixed 
and clear: freedom for motorcyclists to 
mind their own business. 

4. The assistance of the hundreds of 
thousands of concerned motorcyclists 
must be solicited; guidance and 
coordination must be provided for the 
many motorcyclists who are willing to 
work in defense of their freedoms. 

5. The nearly unique strength of the 
motorcycle community must be 
recognized and exploited: motorcycling 
is one of the very few industries in 
which there is any significant shared 
bond. or common interest among 
manufacturers, retailers and consumers. 
At all levels of the industry — from 
preliminary designers, through the 
channels of production and distribution, 
through a series of bike owners, all the 
way to motorcycle wrecking yards — a 
surprising number of people in the 
business actually like motorcycles and 
motorcycling. Compare any 100 other 
industries, and the contrast is striking. 
This generally shared interest is an 
important political asset that must not 
be.allowed to remain idle. 

6. Defensive efforts initiated by 
individual riders, or informal groups of 
riders, must be supported as fully as 
possible, by whatever means, direct or 
indirect, are legally permitted. 

7.A secure base must be created 
within the motorcycle community. 
Editorial policy-makers of motorcycle 
magazines must be convinced that a 
vigorous defense of the sport is not just 
in their own interest, not just in their 
advertisers’ interest, not just in their 
readers’ interest, but in the mutual 
interest of all concerned, Bike-baiters 
and their running dogs have their own 
abundant channels of communication; 
they have no right to demand an 
opportunity to undermine 
motorcyclists’ morale and self-esteem.

I am of the opinion that criticism 
shouldn’t be laced with suggestions 
because of what might be called the 
“negative reaction ego syndrome.” That 
means that if someone knocks what you 
are doing and then attempts to tell you 
how to do it right, you will most likely 
be about as attentive as my cat when 
involved with tuna fish. In December I 
took some cuts at the Saddleback 
Trans-AMA in particular and 
Trans-AMAs in general. Now that Joe 
Parkhurst has gotten back up off the 
floor of his bathroom, and it doesn’t 
seem that I am to immediately 
join the ranks of the 
unemployed, I'd like to add a few notes 
that occured to me at the time and have 
congealed over the past few weeks. 

I’ve been mulling over and over in 
my mind what it is that lets down in 
bike racing. What might make it a 
success? Naturally enough, I didn’t 
come up with the answers, but I have 
developed a way to look at racing which 
might be beneficial in the hands of the 
proper promoters. 

The first premise that I believe has to 
be accepted is that, in order to be a 
success, motorcycle racing will have to 
attract non-motorcyclists. As of now, I 
don't believe that the majority of bike 
racing does anything like that. How do 
you appeal to a non-motorcyclist? 

Try looking at sports as overall 
assaults on the senses amounting to 
emotional and sensual reactions. Yes, 
thrills and spills, but that's not all. Look 
at the level of appeal as the success in 
tittilating the five senses. 

The first and most obvious sense is 
sight. In the previous editorial I used the 
example of boxing as a successful sport 
and the first criterion, sight, gives the 
first clue to its success. At a boxing 
match, action takes place in a small ring 
and you don't really miss much. You 
might say that it is about 95 percent 
visible, with five percent being lost 
behind the referee or to turned backs. 
At a motocross or a road race I would 
consider it a good situation if 50 
percent of the track was visible to the 
spectator. At speedway and indoor races 
it is much better, so the potential 
non-motorcyclists spectator might end 
up in Madison Square Garden or at 
Orange County Fairgrounds. But more 
than likely he'll end up at home 
watching his tube where he will see 
about 99.9 percent of the action. 
Unfortunately, it will probably be 
football. That, I have finally decided, 
might be the reason that motor racing is 
such a success in Europe, The 
Europeans aren't members of the 
American Tube Racers Club. They don't 
mind coming out of their dens. 

The next most apparent sense is 
hearing. On the television you can 
control the volume to whatever level 
you like. Obviously you can't turn the 
volíme up or down on live racing, so 
the trick might be to find out how 
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much noise is desired. Or, you might 
consider the advantages of letting the 
spectator be mobile so he or she can dial 
in their own volume. Another aspect of 
sound will obviously be decent 
announcing. Anybody who has been to 
a speedway race at Orange County will 
know what an emotional level can be 
built on announcing. 

Im going to lump smell and taste 
together, not because they are 
unimportant but because they are 
similar. If you've been following the 
television line of reasoning you'll see the 
first loop hole to getting around the 
tube. As of yet televisions don't supply 


smells. 
One thing which contributes 


incredibly. to the excitement of a 
speedway race is the smell of burnt fuel. 
Drag racing produces really pungent 
odors too. Castor base two stroke oils 
are fantastic, except for being somewhat 
poisonous, Even smoking four-stroke 
road racers put out a really fine odor. 

The realm of taste is obviously at the 
concession stand; hot dogs, peanuts, 
coke, beer, so on. They’re as much a 
part of baseball as the pitcher’s mound, 
People go to sporting events to eat. 
Matter of fact, the only place I can 
think of that I like popcorn is at a 
sporting event or a movie. 

You’re probably wondering how I’m 
going to get touch into this. So was I 
until I realized that programs, peanuts, 
hots dogs and the rest are touch objects 
too. They provide something to play 
with if attention slips from other 
proceedings. 

On a slightly fuzzier level of touch is 
vibration. One of the most enjoyable 
times I’ve spent at a motor race was at a 
Trans-Am car race. I was parked by the 
fence where I could see. As I had a 
headache from the night before, I rolled 
up the windows and stuffed my ears 
with cotton and watched Parnelli Jones 
scramble by in a car just like mine. 
Revelation: the ground really shook 
when that Detroit monster went by. I 
could feel it all the way up through the 
F-70’s and the Delco Pleasure-rides. 
Reference to bike racing: if you get 
close enough, you can feel motocrossers 
land after a big jump. 

You can see now that our model 
spectator is completely engrossed, and, 
if our work has been successful, he has 
reached escape velocity and nine-to-five 
is so far away that it will take major 


catharsis to bring him back. He’s seeing 


action, hearing action that’s being 
monitored for him, smelling good fumes 
in the air, munching on peanuts and 
guzzling beer, and his eyes are 
somewhat glossy due to the good vibes 
coming up through his posterior. When 
it's all over, he'll wander out to his 
Cornucopia Four-door sedan, not 
knowing just what happened, but 
knowing he got his money's worth. Ask 
a speedway fan. 

By now it is apparent that the 
common denominator for the five 
senses is distance. Frequently that will 
be synonymous with closeness, but not 
always. Take five senses as the objects 
that are to be satisfied by a motorrace and 
distance as the volume control, and 
maybe there is a'start toward a broadly 
based appeal. This totally ignores traffic 
control, rest rooms, personal comfort, 
and such, but I’m afraid they will have 
to be accepted as the axioms rather than 
desirables. They alone won’t make for 
success.

Ambivalence is indeed the 
source of interest, so this week we'll attempt to trace 
the development, uses and nature of petroleum. 

First, where does oil come from? You'll notice 
that Webster calls petroleum a liquid hydrocarbon. 
What that means is that the basic elements in 
petroleum are hydrogen and carbon and they 
combine to a liquid form. Carbon is an organic 
element, meaning it forms or is of something that was 
or is alive. Petroleum comes from decomposed plant 
and animal life. It is constantly forming, but 
unfortunately not at anywhere near the rate that it is 
being taken out and used. Oil is found in pockets, 
where rock formations have been deformed to hold 
the liquid hydrocarbons. It is removed by drilling 
down from the surface and the contained liquid is 
either released or can be removed by pumps. 


THIS UGLY THING GETS IT HERE 





This is what brings the oil to the surface of the 
earth, It is in essence a glorified pump. It drags oil up 
through the hole drilled by a drilling apparatus. The 
hole will probably be at least 500 feet deep and may 
be as much as 30,000 feet on rare occasion. The 
reason that there are so many wells is that the oil is 
not in a big cavity. The oil is found in porous rock 
and contained because of a non-porous strata above. 
The lateral penetration of one well is not extensive. 

If you like, you can get one of these for yourself 
and produce your own oil. Then all you'd need is a 
refinery to turn it into something useful. If you're 
really clever you might get one that is fairly farmed 
out and producing only natural gas. Then you can at 
least heat your house. 


THE OBVIOUS 


Most of us will probably be happy to let someone else 
suffer through the processing, and buy products 
already refined. When people think of oil wells they 
think of the stuff that lets their engines continue 
going round and round. One such example is Rupp 
Special Formula Oil. Now you may think that since 
this was basically designed for snowmobiles it isn't 
any good for a mo'cycle. Think again. What does the 
engine in a snowmobile go through? Ah, you see. Try 
it. Rupp Ind., Inc., 1776 Airport Rd., Mansfield, 
Ohio, 44903. 


AN ALTERNATIVE 





If you're really down on oil wells and oil slicks and 
pollution in the air, you can continue on your single 
track bent and use a synthetic lubricant. What that 
means is that somebody built it. That makes 
pollution too. However, synthetics do seem to be a 
little cleaner when burned and those benefits are 
represented in your spark plug as well as the air. In 
any event, Chemical Techniplate is Klotz's new oil. It 
is synthetic and has a viscosity rating of 20W60. 


ABLUTIONS 





On to the slightly more obscure, most of the products 
you use to perform ablutions upon or to lubricate 
your cycle, come out of the ground. This here 
Kem-pak Company has got something for almost 
everything you ever wanted to ablute on your bike.
